potential FORMICA source will travel to a 
foreign area of intelligence interest or will be in 
contact with foreign nationals of possible intelli- 
gence interest in CON US. 

j. (U) Notiu oj Intelligence Potential (NIP). 
Written announcement to the US intelligence 
community and appropriate DA elements of the 
existence of a source, describing the nature of 
the source's foreign intelligence potential and the 
necessary details of source's proposed exploitation 
while protecting source's identity. MP's are 
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circulated to invite intelligence requirement lor 
specific sources.

(U) Debriefing. Informal as well) at formal 
questioning of a source to obtain foreign intelli- 
gence information which has been acquired. 

C (U) Human Intelligence Tasking System 
{HITS). HITS is the DOD procedural system 
designed specifically for the expression and tasking 
of intelligence collection requirements to be 
satisfied by human resources. HITS consists of 
two components: the Intelligence Collection Re- 
quirement (ICR) and the Continuing Intelligence 
Requirement (CIR). ICR's and CIR's are pre- 
pared and processed in accordance with the pro- 
cedures contained in Volume II, Part Four, Human 
Intelligence Tasking System (HITS), DIAM 5&-2 
(Defense Intelligence Collection Requirements 
Manual (U), Short Title: DIRMK * '-££~£e»W. 

(1) ICR. A statement of a specific intelligence 
need of short-term and one-time duration (gener- 
ally within one year) which cannot be satisfied 
from existing intelligence holdings and is normally 
or best collectible by human resources. 

(2) CIR. A statement of a specmr^Ueffigence 
need which is continuous, repetitive, and semi- 
permanent in nature; cannot be satisfied from 
existing intelligence holdings; and is normally or 
best collectible by human resources. 
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4. (U) This regulation does not relieve agencies 
and activities of their responsibilities -for aub- 
mitting requests and reports required by other 
regulations. 

/. (U) This regulation does not authorise any 
intelligence activity otherwise prohibited by AR 
380-13 or other applicable regulations and direc- 
tives -which constrain intelligence activities.

(4) (U) Consolidation of requirements re- 
ceived in response to the NIP and servicing or 
passing to appropriate collection element*. 
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e. (U) Ail Army Staff elements and major 
CON US Army commands will- 1 - 2 

(1) Designate -an element, normaUy the 
intelligence staff section, within their organizations 
to implement this regulation, particularly regard- 
ing prompt notification to INSCOM of foreign 
travel or contacts by their personnel. The Com- 
mander, US Armv Intelligence and Security Com- 
mand, (ATTN: IAFM-OPS-HU-OS), Ft. George 
G. Meade, MD 20755 will be informed of each 
point of contact. 

(2) Prode INSCOM (IAFM-OPS-HU-OS) 
copies of DK Form 2374 (Notification of Foreign 



Visit), DD Form 1810 (Request and Authorization / 
for TDY Travel of DOD Personnel), or other f 
appropriate notifications of actual or projected 
foreign contact* by DA personnel, not excepted 
by paragraph 36. Advance notification is extremely 
■ important; however, if this is not feasible, notice 
should be furnished as soon as practicable. 

(3) Make available to INSCOM, upon 
request, copies of various reports (eg., trip 
reports preparec|?fey US personnel as a result of 
foreign contact or travel; brochures and other 
handouts received from foreign sources; photo- 
graphs; maps; after action reports , reports of 
debriefing of key Army personnel, including 
MAAG and Mission personnel; and other rcDorts 
containing substantive foreign military intelligence 
information) . 

(4) Arrange with INSCOM for the briefing 
and debriefing of those personnel within their 
agencies or commands who may be sources of 
foreign military intelligence information. 




b. (U) Agencies and commands engaged in 
activities within the scope of this regulation will 
ensure that its special procedures are observed. 
and that dissemination concemmp sensitive aspects 
of the FORMICA program is made on a stnet,

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Section II. PROCEDURES 



9. (U) GenenU. Special procedures have been 
originated to provide an efficient and secure 
mechanism to achieve the FORMICA goals. 
These procedures are t covered in paragraphs 10 

10. (C) fl S a. (U) Notification of 
Foreign^nlact/Travel (NOFC/T) para 5<x are 
normally unclassified and will be issued at least 
45 days prior to travel date. DA Form 2374- R 
(fig. 1) will be used for this purpose. (DA Form 
2374— R will be reproduced locally on 8 x 10K inch 
paper.) Information required for completion oi 
this form should, to the maximum extent possible, 
be coUected directly from the individual. Copies of 
all notifications should be provided to INSCOM 
(ATTN: IAFM-OPS-HU-OS) for appropriate 
intelligence action. Notification should include 
the following information, or as much of it as is

15. (U) Reports, a. Trip reports, lessons-learned 
reports, or after-action reports containing sub- 
stantive foreign intelligence information (e.g., 
reports received by foreign intelligence officers 
of the Army MlfteViel'Development and Readiness 
Command) will be made available upon request 
to INSCOM. Depending upon content, IN'SCOM 
will incorporate the information into an Intelli- 
gence Information Report (DD Fonrn 1396>. 
b. Information obtained through debriefing, 
including pamphlets, manuals, brochures, or 
photographs, will be provided INSOOM as raw 
data. INSCOM will prepare the resulting intelli- 
gence reports in DD 1396 format.
